"This town of about 
50,000 people, 


three-fourths of whom are Moslems," 
continues the' bulletin, "is situated on 
the right bank of the Tigris.

the country including the states of the 
middle west, has been lukewarm, if 
not actively opposed to the movement 
for preparedness, but taken all in all 
the America of the present is in favor 
of a larger and more efficient 
army 


and navy, industrial mobilization and 
a more hearty preparation for eventu- 
alities that may come in the future. 


Thjs is a great country for parades 


and holiday displays but it is also a 
country where changes of 
opinion 


come rapidly. 
People are apt to lose 


their enthusiasm 
after 
a 
spurt of 


energy and 
the 
fortunate 
aloofness 


which we enjoy renders us almost in- 
different to the depth of feeling with 
which other nations view Ihe ques- 
tions of national defence. Just 
now. 


almost all Americans—including many 
of the most pronounced pacifists—are 
for "preparedness," 
but 
how 
many 


realize what it really Implies? 


Preparedness such as America needs 


calls for more than 
marching 
thou- 


sands of untrained men and laughing 
girls waving flags and doing pretty 
figures at street corners. This is all 
very well as a promoter of interest, 
but unless it is followed up it is worse 
than useless. The unthinking specta- 
tor at the Boston parade last Saturday- 
may have thought that the nation is 
safe, while as a matter of fact, fully 
three-fourths of the eligible men who 
marched would be put into drill camps 
in Germany, France and England and 
would not be used for active service 
for from six months to a year. And. 
by the way, during 
that 
period of 


preparation there would not be 
one 


showy parade but the hardest kind of 
hard work. 


To work up a strong popular feeling 


for preparedness in this country would 
have been

to 
impossible

years ago. but today even the possibil-

It seems a pity that the feel- 
ing should be permitted to die down 
until not only the army and navy but 
the entire people should realize in the

"This town of about 
50,000 
people, 


three-fourths of whom are Moslems/' 
continues the bulletin, "is situated on 
the right bank of the Tigris. 220 miles 
above Bagdad, and just opposite the 
extensive ruins of the great Assyrian 
capital of Nineveh . The Great .Mosque, 
with its odd leaning minaret, is 
the

Preparedness such as America needs 


calls for more than 
marching 
thou- 


sands of untrained men and laughing 
girls waving flags and doing pretty 
figures at street corners. This is all 
very well as a promoter of interest, 
but unless it is followed up It is worse 
than useless. The unthinking specta- 
tor at the Boston parade last Saturday 
may have thought that the nation is 
safe, while as a matter of fact, fully 
three-fourths of the eligible men who 
marched would be put into drill camps 
in Germany, France and England and 
would not be used for active service 
for from six months to a year. And, 
by the way, during that 
period of 


preparation there would not bo one 
showy parade but the hardest kind of 
hard work. 


To work up a strong popular feeling 


for preparedness in this country would 
have been 
next to impossible 
four 


years ago, but today even the possibil- 
ity of compulsory service 
is 
being 


calmly advanced by a section of the 
people. It seems a pity that the feel- 
ing should be permitted to die down 
until not only the army and navy hut 
the entire people should realize in the 
deepest, fullest measure that American

railway, has been brought suddenly 
Into the .foreground of the world war 
by the Russian operations which arc 
reported to be duplicating here the 
successes achieved previously at Erze- 
rum and 
Trebizond,"

geograhpy bulletin issued by the jNa- 
tional Geographic 
society 
from 
its 


Washington headquarters. 
"This town of about 
50,000 people, 


three-fourths of whom are Moslems," 
continues the bulletin, "is situated on 
the right bank of the Tigris, '220 miles 
above Bagdad, and just opposite the 
extensive ruins of the great Assyrian 
capital of Nineveh . The Great Mosque, 
with its odd leaning minaret. Is 
the 


chief architectural feature of this oth- 
erwise unimpressive'looking city with 
Its crumbling limestone walls enclos- 
ing cemeteries that occupy almost as 
much space as the habitations of the 
living. 


"The Suez Canal long ago diverted

Civil war, and it is singular how tbc 
settlement has ruled our spirits since 
it was made.

who fought on the side of the Union,

"But what are the purposes of Amer- 


ica? Do you not see that there is an- 
other significance in the fact -that we 
arc made up out of all the peoples of 
the world? 
The significance of that 


fact is that we are not going to de- 
vote our nationality to the same mis- 
taken aggressive purposes that some 
other nationalities have been devoted 
to; that because we are made up, and 
consciously made up, out of all the 
great family of mankind, we are cham- 
pions of the rights of mankind. 


"We are not only ready to co-oper- 


ate* but wo are ready to fight against 
any aggression, whether from without 
or from within. 


"But, 
we 
must 
guard 
ourselves 


against the sort of aggression which 
would he unworthy of America. 
We 


are ready to fight for our rights when 
those rights are coincident with the 
rights of man and of humanity. 
It 


was to set these rights up, to vindi- 
cate them, to offer a home to every 
man who believed in them, that Amer- 
ica was' created and her government 
set up. We have kept our doors open 
because we did not think we in con- 
science .could close them against men 
who wanted to Join their force with 
ours in vindicating the claim of man- 
kind to liberty and justice. 


America does not want any addi- 


tional territory. 
She does not want 


any selfish advantage over any other 
nation in the world, but she docs wish 
every nation in the world to under- 
stand what she stands for, and to re- 
spect what she stands for; and I can- 
not conceive of auy man of any bloot 


or the things that America stands ^for, 
r failing to see that they are infinite- 
y elevated above'any purpose of ag- 
gression or selfish 
advantage. 


"I said the other evening in another 


place that one of the principles which 
America held dear was that small and 
weak states had as much right to their 
overeignty and independence as large 
and strong- states. 
She believes that 


Because strength and weakness 
havfe 


otbins to do with her principles. Her 


principles are for the rights and lib- 
erties of mankind, and that IB the ha- 
'en which we have offered to those 
'ho believe that sublime and sacred 


creed of humanity. 
And I also satd 


that I believed that the people of the 
Jnited States were ready to become 
partners in any alliance of the na- 
.ions that 
would 
guarantee 
public 


ight above selfish aggression. 


"Some of the public prints have re 


minded me, as U I needed to be re- 
minded,, of what 
Gen, Washington 


warned 
us against. 
He warned 


against entangling alliances. 
I shall 


never myseH consent to any entangling 
alliance which would disentangle the 
peoples of the world from those com- 
binations in which they seek their own 
separate and private 
interests, and 


unite the people of the world to pre- 
serve the peace of the world upon a 
aasis of common right 
and 
justice. 


There is liberty there, not limitation. 
There is freedom, not entanglement 
There is the achievement of the high- 
est things for which the United State 
has declared Its principle.

WILL NOT ACCEPT GREAT BRIT- 


AIN'S COUNTER 
PROPOSALS FOR 


RELIEF OF POLAND 


BERLIN, May 30, via London, May 


31.—Germany will not 
accept 
Great 


Britain's counter proposals for the re- 
ief of Poland. 
This decision 
which 


iad been expected, was reached at a 
conference at the American embassy 
today which was atteneti by Ambas- 
sador Gerard, Dr. Theodor Lewald, di- 
rector of the ministry of the interior; 
Prince Lubecki, the Polish leader and 
representatives of the Rockefeller com- 
mission. 


The British proposals were found to 


be inacceptable to Germany largely on 
account ot the fact that this country 


unable to give the guarantee de- 


manded by Great Britain for the si- 
multaneous feeding- of Serbia, Monte- 
negro and the section of Poland oc- 
cupied by Austria as a condition for 
permitting food for Poland to pass4he 
Eritiah blockade. 
Germany is willing: 


to use best efforts to have the system 
of rationing introduced there, butthoss 
countries are outside her 
sphere ot 


control and it would be necessary to 
obtain the sanction of the Austrian and 
Bulgarian authorities. 


The result probably will be that Ger- 


many will make a counter-proposal re- 
newing features of her first offer pro- 
viding for importation of food for Pol- 
ish towns at the expense of the Ger- 
man government, a guarantee for more 
adequate rationing of the country pop- 
ulation and an absolutely promise that 
no provisions will be exported from 
Poland except possibly the surplus of 
potatoes, provided neutral commission- 
ers establish the fact that there is a 
urplus. Food supplies everywhere in 
'oland except a narrow 
strip along 


he front, will he reserved solely for 
he inhabitants and for the needs of 
he occupying army, including polict* 
orces in the smaller towns and rural 
islricts where it Is difficult to obtain 
i direct supply. 
Supplies for 
these 


orces will be paid for at markqt quo- 
ations. The arrangement will run un- 
il October.
